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WILLARD  A.  SABIN 


Mr.  Sabin  was  bom  in  Locke,  New 
York.  He  attended  school  near  Manlius, 
later  in  Los  Angeles,  and  then  in  West- 
bury,  New  York.  He  received  his  high 
school  education  in  Red  Creek,  New 
York.  Then,  he  attended  Oswego  Normal 
School,  Syracuse  University,  the  Univer¬ 
sity  of  Rochester,  and  Columbia  Univer¬ 
sity. 

From  1925  through  1934,  Mr.  Sabin 
taught  mathematics  at  Jefferson  High 


School.  He  was  principal  of  Francis 
Parker  School  No.  23  from  1934  until 
1938  when  he  came  to  Franklin  as  Vice¬ 
principal. 

Mr.  Sabin  has  been  a  participant  and 
a  leader  in  many  local  and  national  edu¬ 
cational  organizations.  Since  1947,  when 
he  became  our  principal,  he  has  devoted 
nearly  all  of  his  time  and  energy  and  has 
given  the  benefit  of  his  knowledge  and 
experience  to  Franklin  High  School.

In  June,  1752,  BENJAMIN  FRANKLIN 
attached  a  metal  key  to  a  kitestring  during 
a  thunderstorm  and  proved  that  lightning  is 
an  electrical  discharge.
